Sir—I have the honor to present a report of Births, Deaths, and 
Marriages registered in the year 1882. 


The number of births amounted to 10,844; deaths, 4,393; marriages, 
2,530. 


The addition to the population by natural increase, or excess of births 
over deaths, is 6,451 


BIRTHS. 


The births in the year numbered 10,844. This is the highest number 
yet recorded in any one year, being 136 above that of 1881. 


The birth-rate, 36-64 to 1,000 of the population, is the lowest since 
1875, when the rate was given as 35°87. The birth-rate in 1881 was 
37°11. In England and Wales the rate, in 1880, was 84:1, stated as the 
f minimum yet attained ; in 1876, 36-3, the highest yet recorded. 


In the following districts the increase in the number of births has 
been, in Adelaide, 245; Port Adelaide, 20; Grey, 13; Mount Barker, 
21; Talunga, 39; Burra, 45; Upper Wakefield, 
Flinders, 17. A decrease occurs in the district of Hindmarsh, 
Daly, 27; Willunga, 26; Strathalbyn, 18; Robe, 28; Barossa, 
Kapunda, 18; Gilbert, 72; Clare, 73.

The births of males numbered 5,589 ; of females, 5,255; an excess of 
the former over the latter of 334. The proportion of the births of males 
to 100 births of females is 106-3. 


DEATHS. 


The registered deaths numbered 4,393. 
above those of 1881. 


This is an increase of 381 


The death-rate to every 1,000 of the population is 14°84. This is the 


highest rate recorded since 1878, when the rate was 15°44. In England 


and Wales the death-rate in 1880 was 20°3. 


Locality.—The increase in the district of Adelaide is 261; Daly, 72; 
Strathalbyn, 13; Grey, 36; Talunga, 15; Port Gawler, 13; Gilbert, 
49; Burra, 16. The deaths are less in the district of Port Adelaide, 
9; Encounter Bay, 10; Clare, 13; Flinders, 10. Of the deaths, 
1,927, in the district of Adelaide, 1,057 are registered as having taken 
place in the city of Adelaide; the city death-rate to 100 of. the popu- 
lation of the city being 2°75; and 870 in the suburbs, the death-rate to 
100 of the population of the suburbs being 2°15. 


Sex.—The deaths of males, 2,430, exceeded those of females, 1,963, 
by 467. The death-rate of males to 1,000 of the male population is 
15°47; that of females to 1,000 of the female population, 14:13. The 
deaths of males and females are, relatively to the living population, 
1,094 of the former to 1,000 of the latter. Thedeaths of males to 100 
deaths of females are 123. 


Age.—The proportion of deaths at different ages, relatively to 100 of 
the whole number registered is, under one year, 37°5; one year and 
under 5, 12°10; five years and under twenty, 7°6; twenty years and 
under forty, 15-7 ; forty years and under sixty, 13°3; sixty years and 
under eighty, 1!1°8; eighty and above, 2°1. In the year 1881 the deaths 
under one year of age were reckoned at 34 to 100 of the total deaths 
recorded. The deaths collectively under one year and under two years 


number 1,924, the rate being to every 100 of deaths at all ages, 43-88. 


Relatively to the number of births in the year, the death-rate of 
infants under one year of age is 152 to every 1,000. In 1881 the rate 
was 127. In the report for 1880 of the Registrar-General of England 
it is stated that the infantile death-rate, or proportion of deaths in the 
first year of life to 1,000 births, was 153, against an average of 145 for 
the five preceding years, and of 150 for the preceding decennium.

In this year the death-rate under each division of age, as given above, 
with the exception of that under 3 years, under 10, 40, 45, 50, and 70 
years respectively was higher. The most notable is the rate under 1 
year of age, when the present year has 183-7 against 152-1 in the pre- 
ceding year. At the ages 60 and above the death-rate of males to 
1,000 of the male population is 55°3; that of females to 1,000 of the 


| female population 48-5. 
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In the ages 85 and under 90 years there are 
21 deaths—12 male, 9 female; in 90 and 95 the deaths are 3—male, 
2; female, 1. 


Seasons.—The greatest number of deaths, 1,363, took place in the first 
quarter of the year, the least in the third quarter.

In 1882 the rate 18°59 in the first quarter and 14°08 in the last 
quarter of the year, compared with the like quarters in the two preced- 
ing years, is noticeably high. For the first period the mean temperature 
of the months January, February, and March is given as 73°2, 74°2, and 
72°5 respectively ; in 1881 the record is 73°5, 71-0, and 70-5. In 1882 
the highest temperature in the shade in the like months was 112-0, 103°4, 
100-0 respectively ; in 1881, 105-4, 107-0, 99-0. In the third quarter 
the mean temperature in each of the months July, Angust, and Sep- 
tember was 49°3, 52-4, and 57:2; the highest temperature, 69°7, 71:7, 
91:0. The highest number of deaths in any one month appears in 
March, 474; though in this month both the mean temperature and the 
highest temperature are below the notations of January and February. 
The lowest number of deaths is in September; not much above half of 
those in March. ‘To a great extent the variations in the seasons run 
side by side with the increase and decrease of the mortality of infants 
under one year of age. 


In the order of priority of numbers the deaths under five years of age, 
and at five years and above, respectively, are thus relate¢ in each of 
three months ended on the last day of—

Thus the highest number of deaths under both periods of age—under 
five years, and five years and aboye—alike occur in the first quarter. 
The third quarter is that in which infantile mortality is at the lowest ; 
the fourth quarter, at ages above five years. 


Causes of Death.—Classes.—The deaths in the different classes are—

In the preceding year, 1881, the rate to 1,000 of the population was, 
in zymotic diseases, 2°3; constitutional diseases, 1-3 ; local diseases, 4:0 ; 
developmental diseases, 1°7; violent deaths, 0°5. 


Thus, under every class of disease, the present year appears to dis- 
advantage. 

The deaths from miasmatic diseases number 954. In comparison 
with 1881, deaths from measles were 11 to 62; scarlatina, 34 to 50; 
diphtheria, 67 to 58; croup, 99 to 65; whooping cough, 43 to 27; 
typhoid fever, 146 to 85. Of the deaths from this last cause, 82 
occurred in the district of Adelaide; and of these again, 56 in the 
city of Adelaide. In the different months they vary greatly in number. 
They prevailed mostly in the months from March to June, averaging 
24 amonth. In the other eight months the average was 8. 

The deaths from diarrhoea numbered 390—an increase of 113 above 
those of the previous year; in the district of Adelaide the deaths were 
150, including 68 in the city. The deaths from this cause exceed those 
from any other registered in the year. The highest number in any one 
month is 70; the lowest, 2. The average of the seven months from 
January to May, and November and December, is 53. Of the five 
months from June to October the average is 4. 


Dietic Diseases.—There were 75 deaths from want of breast-milk 
and inanition of infancy together—39 in the district of Adelaide, in- 
cluding 25 in the city, and 28 in the district of Daly. 


Parasitic Diseases.—The fatality of hydatids reached 12—in the 
district of Adelaide, 6 (city, 3); in the district of Grey, 6. 


Diathetic Diseases.—There were 89 deaths from cancer (52 males, 
37 females). Of the total deaths from this cause, 39 occurred in the 
district of Adelaide, including 26 in the city. Between the ages 
forty-five and sixty-five the fatality was greatest, extending to fifty-one 
deaths. 


Tuberculay Diseases. —There were 341 deaths from phthisis. In the 
order of fatality from specified causes in the year this is second in 
number, being exceeded only by diarrheea. The present number exceeds 
by 67 that of 1881. In the district of Adelaide the deaths amounted to 
188, including 118 in the city; in Norwood, Hindmarsh, and Port 
Adelaide, collectively, 44; in Daly, 26. The death-rate to 1,000 persons 
living is 1-16. The monthly variations in the number of deaths are not 
remarkable, being limited for the most part to a variation from 22 to 28. 
Exceptional to such are the deaths in May, 42; January, 35; and 
December, 31. ‘The greatest number of deaths occurred in the ages 
20 and under 25 years, amounting to 62; and in 25 and under 30 years, 
amounting to 66. In each period of five years immediately preceding 
and following these ages the deaths were 39. 


In diseases of the nervous system there is little requiring notice, the 
numbers in most of the specified causes approaching to those of 1881. 
The deaths from meningitis exceed by 21; and under the general term 
“ disease of the brain,” the deaths are 136 against 106 in the preceding 
year. 


In diseases of organs of circulation, 173 deaths are assigned to diseases 
of the heart; most of such deaths appear in the ages above 40 years. 


In diseases of respiratory organs, bronchitis has been the cause of 205 
deaths; 27 under those of 1881. ‘This cause of death appears in the 
fourth place in the order of numerical priority. In the district of 
Adelaide 70 deaths were registered (including 33 in the city); Nor- 
wood, 20; Hindmarsh, 10; Port Adelaide, 11. In the quarter ended 
the last day of March the deaths numbered 46; December, 49; J une, 
50; September, 60. No one month was remarkable for excessive mor- 
tality. 

There were 172 deaths from pneumonia. This number is 12 under 
that of the preceding year. The deaths in the district of Adelaide are 
84 (including 38 in the city. In the first quarter of the year the 
deaths, 57, were the most numerous; in the fourth the least, 33. The 


highest number in any one month occurred in February, 22; the lowest 
in June, 8. 


In diseases of the digestive organs, the most fatal cause of death 
was enteritis, 82—of which 47 were of infants under one year. 
The deaths from this disease exceeded those of last year by 44. 


In developmental diseases, the registrations of death under premature 


Ses 131—males 59, females 72—an increase of 39 above thoce 
of 1881. 


Under child-birth there were 61 deaths, 23 occurring at the ages 


under 25 years, 38 at ages above. The death rate through child-birth, 
to 1,000 births in the year, is 5-6. 


_Of the deaths of old people from 60 to 95 years, old age has been 
given as the cause of 188-—males 101, females 87. In May, June, July, 


the deaths were 26, 21, 20, respectively; in November, December, 
January, 8, 13, 12. 


Under the order diseases of nutriton, the deaths from atrophy and 
debility were 337; of these 295 were of infants under one year of age. 
In priority of number these rank as third. The deaths in the quarter 
ended on the last day of March numbered 122—June, 91; September, 
43; December, 81. From the highest in the first qnarter to the 
lowest in the third the numerical difference is 79. The highest 
number in any one month is 47 in January, the lowest 9 in September. 

Of the whole number of deaths (4,183) resulting from specified dis- 
eases, 285 per 1,000 were caused by diarrhoea, 'phthisis, atrophy and 
debility, and bronchitis together. 


Of the Violent Deaths, numbering 210, to accidents or negligence are 
assigned 186; homicide, 6; suicide, 18. Of the 186 referred to accidents 
or negligence, 75 deaths were caused by fracture and contusion ; those of 
males being 68, of females 7. Of these deaths 39 occurred at the ages 
from 20 to 50 years. In the district of Adelaide were 22 deaths, in- 
cluding 10 in the eity. The deaths from burns and scalds were 19, 
distributed in low numbers throughout the districts. 


Drowning was the cause of 46 deaths, an increase of three on those of 
last year. Of these deaths 5 occurred in Adelaide city. 


Suffocation was the cause of 22 deaths; 15 of which were of infants 
under one year. From this cause 12 occurred in the district of Adelaide, 
including 8 in the city. 


The deaths from murder and manslaughter are 6, of which 4 occurred 
in Adelaide city. 


The deaths from suicide are 18—males, 16; females, 2. The deaths 
from “cut, stab’’ are most numerous, 8; two of which are those of 
females. 


From causes not specified, the deaths were 11, the whole of which 
were registered in the country districts. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages celebrated in the year numbered 2,530. This is an 
increase of 222 above those of 1881, and is the highest number yet 
registered in any one year. 

The marriage rate per 1,000 of the population is 8-55, which is above 
that of the preceding year, reckoned at 8:00. 

Relatively to 1,000 of the male population above the age of 15 years 
the marriage rate is 26°68 ; relatively to 1,000 of the female population, 
the marriage rate is 33°17. Relatively to 1,000 of the male population 
above 20 years the marriage rate is 31°59. 


The Registrar-General of England, in his forty-third annual report, 
draws attention to the fluctuations in the marriage rate corresponding 
with those of the export of goods; and to the extreme rarity of the 
marriage rate and the value of exports moving in different directions. 


The following is a return of marriage rate and exports in South Aus-

In each of the years 1878, ’79, ’82, ’81, the marriage rate corresponds 
with the value of exports. In 1880 the marriage rate is under that of 
1879, and the value of exports above. 


The highest number of marriages, 677, took place in the fourth 
quarter of the year; the lowest number, 604, in the first. 


Of the ten years from 1873 to 1882, in four years the highest number 
of marriages occurred in the first quarter ; in two years in the second ; 
in four years in the fourth quarter. The lowest number, in three years 
in the first quarter; in two years in the second; in five years in the 
third. 

In eight years out of ten, the highest number appears in the six months 
from January to March and October to December. 


Of the 4,974 persons, at ages specified, married, 2,365, or 47:5 per 
100, were of the ages between 20 and 25 years; the rate for men being 
20°9, for women 26°5. In the ages 25 and 30 years, the numbers were 
1,270, or 25°5 per 100; the rate tor men being 17-7, of women 7°7. 


The increase in the number of persons married in the present year 
compared with 1881 is confined almost exclusively to ages under 26 
years. 

There is but one difference in the number of marriages between 
widowers and spinsters. The ages specified at which these marriages 
were contracted vary but little. Between 145 and under 20 years the 
number of spinsters married to widowers was 12 against 20 in 1881. 
Between the ages 20 and 25, the widowers numbered 71, the spinsters 
93, against 57 and 105 in the preceding year. Under 40 years there 
were 44 widowers against 19 in 1881. 

Tn the marriages of widowers and widows there is a decrease of 20, 
occurring principally in the higher ages between 45 and 450, and 55 and 
60 years. 

The marriages between bachelors and widows have not been so nume- 
rous by 17. Seven bachelors under 25 years were married to widows, 
and 55 at the ages between 30 and 40. Three bachelors at the ages 
between 60 and 65 years were married to widows. 

The signatures by mark were 242, less by 17 than in 1881; the signa- 
tures of men were 112 against 100; of women 130 against 159. The 
rate to every 100 marriages is, of men’s signatures by mark, 4:4; of 
women’s 5°1. The rate in the preceding year was, of men’s signatures, 
4°3; of women’s 6°8. I have, &,
